Royal Ascot. 
[From the New York Herald, June 11.1! 

This was the first day of the roval race meet- 
ing at Ascot, and gloriously fine weather made 
the occasion particularly enjoyable. In addi- 
tion to the attractive programme of events the 
interest was materially enhanced by the an- 
nouncement that the American representative, 
Parole, would go to the post in the Ascot 
Stakes. He did so and was beaten, the second 
defeat the brown gelding owned by Mr. Lo- 
rillard has suffered on English turf. 

Never did the enchanting surroundings on 
the Heath appear tu better advantage. The 
magnificent stretch of emerald grass was so 
1uxuriant that the air was laden with rich 
perfume as the thousands crushed it beneath 
their feet. The rich blooming flower-gardens 
behind the grand stand were a treat to look 
upon. The trees were in full leaf, and over- 
head there was adeep blue sky, with occa- 
sional shining masses of clouds drifting slowly 
across the sun, making the Heath and its sur- 
roundings radiant in their charming ioveli- 
ness. 

IMPROVEMENTS AT ASCOT. 

Extensive improvements have been made on 
the Heath since the last meeting. A magonifi- 
cent stand of colossal proportions has been 
erected to the east of the grand stand at a cost 
to the stewards of over $40,000. It is of white 
brick, with Bath stone dressings, iron and 
pitch pine. The new stand affords accommo- 
dation for upward of two thou- 
sand spectators. At the lower end 
of the New Mile, where the royal cortege 
enters the race course, an Elizabethan lodge, 
said to be the finest in Berkshire, has been 
erected. South of the lodge there is a hand- 
some pair of iron gates, painted a deep olive 
color and decorated with the royal arms and 
Prince of Wales feathers, which are of gilt, 
the ornamental railings on each side corre- 
sponding. Other improvements have been 
made, and everything was in readiness for the 
opening of the meeting.

At twenty minutes past one o’clock the 
royal party, proceeding from Cowarth Park, 
was seen from a distance advancing up the 
broad green path of the cleared course. The 
gold-laced coats of the royal huntsmen glit- 
tering in the bright sun headed the imposing 
procession. The four-horsed postilioned car- 
riages moved slowly along in a stately trot. 
while all eyes were turned to look upon their 
occupants. Thousands of hats were quietly 
raised by the fashionable attendance, who 
walked down to the railings of the Royal Lawn 
to greet the royal party, or re- 
mained standing in the boxes of the. stand 
until the party had alighted.

The Coming Military Contest. 

The liberal prizes offered by the St. Louis 
Agricultural and Mechanical Association, the 
largest ever offered, seem to be attracting al- 
most universal attention in all parts of the 
country, and daily Col. Hunt is receiving no- 
tices of the intention of ‘‘crack’’ organiza- 
tions to visit us in the fall. It1s to be hoped 
our local companies are doing all in their 
power to give these gentlemen a cordial and 
warm reception, but, at the same time, an 
honest, manly rivalry to prevent them from 
carrying away the first honors. There does 
not, however, appear to be that interest mani- 
fest in proportion to the magnitude 
of the occasion. Only three (3) 
companies of our local infantry organizations 
have signitied their intention to contest forthe 
prizes, andthe Scudder Battalion Police Re- 
serves are the only battalion that has been 
mentioned so far. Timeis short, gentlemen 
of the National Guards, and there should be 
three battalions and six companies besides 
the artillery and cavalry to represent us 
handsomely at the Fair. he material is to be 
found in our rank, and requires only working 
up. 

The official announcement of the selection 
by the military director of the association, 


Col. Chas. L. Hunt, of his. ‘‘officer in 
charge,’’ has been made and meets with 
the unanimous approval of the Board. 


The position is more civil in its nature than 
military, since the duties 4re confinedto car- 
rying out the wishes of the military director 
and the association. His rank is only as an 
oflicer of the association, and it can not clash 
with that of the militia or Peclice Reserve. 
Since his power and authority are delegated to 
him by the association, he can assume no 
more authority than restsin that body. The 
association has seen fit to aad to their list of 
departments one to be called ‘‘Department of 
Military Maneuvers’’ and to place one of 
their directors in charge, as is the case with 
every department. To this director they look 
for success, and to him they delegate the same 
power as enjoyed by the heads of other de- 
partments. 

In addition they create a position to be 
filled by a competent party,and to be designat- 
ed the officer in charge. He is the adjutant, 
so to speak, of the association, and as he is 
subordinate tothe military director receives 
his authority through him. His duties are to 
regulate for the association ‘‘the discipline 
and management’’ of the troops on her 
grounds and report the contests for the 
prizes. He cannotassume personal command 
of troops, as could General Squires, by virtue 
of his rank, in certain cases. He has no mili-

In ‘*Pinafore’’ Sir Joseph Porter, K.C.B., 
sings: 
‘*AndI copied all the lettersina big, round 


hand— 

I Copied all the letters in a nand so free, 

That ,.now I am the ruler ot the Queen’s 
Navee.’’ 

Greatness had not yet affected the legibility 
of the Admiral’s writing. Doubtless after 
he became ‘‘the ruler of the Queen’s nayee’’ 
he ceased the use of ‘‘a big, round hand’’ 
and wrote as most other men of his rank and 
dignity. 

When boys go to school they generally take 
lessons in writing, and are supposed to follow 
the copy-plate set before them. There is said 
to be a system of writing just as there is a sys- 
tem of mathematics and grammar, but the 
man who ‘‘finishes’’ his education is always 
more correct in his grammar and mathematics 
than in his penmanship. In fact, those who 
receive the most education generally write the 
worst hand. 

A man’s writing has been said to be an 
index to his character. In some cases it may 


be, but this rule is not _ infallible. 
A man’s nose has also been said 
to indicate his disposition, and his 


mouth as well, but if so the 1ules of deter- 
mination are not plain enough for ordinary 
people to understand them. 

IT MAY BE SAID WITH TRUTHFULNESS 
that the prominent characteristics of a man 
are often observable in his handwriting. A 
nervous man will write a nervous hand, while 
eccentricity in an individual nearly always 


shows itself in the use of the pen. People 
have vanity in different 
things. Some are vain of their clothes, 


others of their hair, others of their hands or 
feet, and a great many of their handwriting, 
not always vain of its excellence but often of 
its oddity, and sometimes of its illegibility. 
There are actually some people who do not 
want to write so it can be read, especially 
when making theirautographs. Take the au- 
tograph of Carl Schurz, for instance. There is 
not one man out of five thousand who 
can make it out if he is not acquainted with 
it. The same of the learned Charles Sumner, 
and that of Dickens was almost as bad. Hor- 
ace Greeley wrote a bad hand, but his signa- 
turefwas reasonably plain. There is actuallyno 
necessity for making an autograph that no- 
body can read, except it be for the pugpose of 
avoiding a counterfeit. Old Gen. Spinner

MEN 
generally write plainly and come nearer mak- 
ing use of the science of copy-plates than any 
other class of people. This is probably a ne- 
cessity in the first, owing to the important 
matters involved in their correspondence and 
every day work. Some of them, too, 
do an astonishing amount of writing, and it is 
strange they can hold outso well and beso 
uniform. Pure clerical labor, copying and 
business correspondence are more mechanical 
than otherw it ,and therefore the style of the 
work is more carefully looked after. It is the 
reverse withthe author and” thenewspaper 
man. <A man like Thomas Carlyle does 
not care a fig in what kind 
of letters his thoughts are clothed, just so 
they are clothed in some way. In his Sartor 
Resartus he develops a philosophy that is en- 
tirely consistent with his horrible scrawl. An 
author generally writes a great deal and is 
more bent upon his thoughts than upon the 
kind of letters he is making on paper. Just 
think of Virgil, for instance, mak- 
ing 250 changes in one page of 
his copy. Does anybody suppose he took 
much thought about the mere appearance of 
that famous sheet. 
NEWSPAPER MEN 
do more original composing than any other 
class of people, and generally writea fair 
hand. Ordinarily they write on soft paper 
with a pencil, this being easier and less ex- 
pensive. It would take a vast amount of ink 
and foolscap, as well as pens, to make 
enough copy forthe POsST-DISPATCH or the 
London Times a whole year. Copy in anews- 
paper office is made quickly and destroyed 
quickly. From the pencil of the editor or re- 
porter it goes to the printers, where it is cut 
up into a great number of _ siips 
and set up into type, fthe original 
being cast aside imto the waste . basket. 
Few of its readers have a conception of the 
vast amount of labor involved in preparing the 
columns of the Post-DISPATCH. Every edi- 
torial and all the local matter are generally 
written and set up in type between the hours 
of 9 o’clock a. m. and 3 o’clock p. m., giving 
SIX HOURS IN ALL. 

In this time reporters must go to every part 
of the city, get the material for their matter, 
and write it up in time for the printer 
and pressman to convert it into actual print. 
It isa necessity, then, that reporters and 
newspaper men should be rapid writers. It 
is not necessary that they should write plainly, 
forthe printer soon becomes so proficient in 
his art that he can decipher readily what many

people would call hieroglyphics. Though 
there were few who could 
read the letters of Horace 


Greeley, yet the printers of the Tribune never 
had any difficulty with hiscopy. Many news- 
paper men write both rapidly and well. There 
are plenty of reporters who can write 
A COLUMN AN HOUR 

and do it in a beautiful and legible hand. 
Henry J. Raymond once took down in long 
hand a speech of Webster’s that lasted 
two hours. When it was set up 
in the New York Times it made 
three columns. This was probably the quick- 
est work ever done. There are reporters 
in St. Louis who can take down a short speech 
in long hand, but there are probably none 
here who could hold out at such work for two 
hours. 

Those people who/ put on the  ereatest 
amount of agony in the style of their [{chirog- 
raphy are the fashionably trained young 
ladies of the present day. It is the custom 
now to write as biga hand as possible. Ten 
words to a page, for instance,is a good adver- 
age formany of them. This is possibly in 
imitation of strong-minded women or weak- 
minded men. 


A Railroad President Resigns. 
{From the Portland Bee.) 

A telegram to the morning papers announces 
the early resignation of Charies B. Wright as 
President of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company.

During that time the 
Northern Pacific Company. with a land

nent. Neither of these roads, we believe. 
pave a land grant. It looks as it he had been 
blinded to the best interests of the Northern 
Pacific Company, or hé would have resigned 
long ago and let a mere capable man take the 
helm. 

The history of the Northern Pacific is an il- 
lustration of how mismanagement will bring 
to naught the sanguine hopes o¢ the friends of 
the most magnificently-endowed enterprise of 
the present day. Congress gave it fifty mil- 
lions of acres of land; but before it was fairly 
launched on the financial world, the vultures 
had gathered around and commenced to rend 
the carcass. It bas: beeu bankrupt. and 
dishonored for the past five years. Its first 
President, 8. Gregory Smith, after swamping 
the Northern Pacific, left it to give the Ver- 
mont Central its quietus. Its next President, 
G.W.Cass, after doing an infinite deal of noth- 
ing, has fled to Europe to avoid his liabilities; 
and now Mr. C. B. Wright announces that 
he, too, is about to quit a post where he has 
done nothing but bring distrust upon the en- 
terprise, 


TEXAS TOWNS. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
PALESTINE, TEXAS, June 10. 

Fair Star of Evening, splendor of the West; 

Earth bas not anything to show more fair. 

And this may well be the verdict passed on 
this little town, for it is one of the most beau- 
tiful spots of Eastern Texas. The town is of 
but recent growth, and has changed rapidly 
within the past five years. The coming of the 
railroad to this point made the town what it 
is. The International Railroad, popularly 
known as the Lone Star route, has located its 
headquarters at this point, and the ramifica- 
tions of this road, extending to various parts 
ofthe State, necessarily bring Palestine into 
prominence asthe centering point, and one 
feature isthe fact that the railroad officials 
seem to take great pride in the growth of 
Palestine, and strive to help it forward in its 
struggle after greatness. In short those in 
power on this line seem to work for 
the interests of their patrons as well as their 
own, andthis makes the I. andG. N. R. R. 
literally the ‘‘people’s line,’’ and correspond- 
ingly popular. The location of the machine 
shops at this point has been of great advant- 

ge to the city, as it brings workmen here in 
large numbers, and trade here bears the con- 
stant stamp of life and vigor. 

The town of Palestine numbers nearly 4,000 
souls, and not a day passes but new additions 
are made. The city is building up in a thor- 
oughly substantial style, and both its business 
blocks and private residences bear the impress 
of refined taste and good judgment. 

The main feature of the city is the Masonic 
Temple, which is just approaching comple- 
tion. It isa perfect beauty, and reflects creat 
credit on the originators of the plans. There 
is not another similar edifice in the State 
that will exceed it in architectural 
beauty and solidity. It was built solely by the 
efforts of local subscription, and will stand as 
amonument to the energies of Palestine’s 
enterprising and wide-awake citizens. Pal- 
estine is the headquarters of the International 
Immigration Agency, whiehis presided over 
by N. W. Hunter. 

The lands held by him for sulie embrace 
some of the best. agricultural districts of 
Texas, lying along the line of the railroad, 
thus making the outside world easy of access. 
One beauty of this agency is the comforts with 
which the railroad officials have surrounded 
it. There is a large, two-story building ar- 
ranged as a hotel, and fitted out with kitchen 
and allits fixtures, sitting-rooms and bed- 
rooms, thus giving those coming to purchase 
lands a chance to board themselves. The 
building is tendered free for the use of immi- 
grants, and one can spend days in land inves- 
tigations at very little expense. 

The company has avery fine fruit farm 
about a mile from the city, and your corre- 
spondent had an opportunity of visiting it and 
admiring its beauties. The ideathat fruit 
cannot be raised in this section is long ago an 
exploded one, and it is fast becoming a fixed 


fact that Eastern Texas is the El Dorado of the 


fryit grower. 
z J. W. OZMENT, 

who has been located here for many years, has 
also a magnificent fruit farm and devotes 55 
“acres'to this branch of agriculture. He has 
over 5,000 peach trees, 1,500 pear trees, 1,000 
apple trees, 300 wild goose plums, and 31-2 
acres of strawberries. During the strawberry 
season he gathered from 250 to 400 quarts per 
day from his ground. Mr. OO. is 
one of the pioneer citizens of Palestine, and 
carries cn an extensive business in hardware, 


queensware and builders’ material. He has 
the largest house in Eastern Texas, and does 


| quite a jobbing as well as retail business. 


MARTIN HINZIE 
is the boss grocer of Eastern or Northern Texas 
and he can make a showing second to none. 
He came here two years ago, and already he

business, His wholesale trade is very heavy 
and foots up the neat sum of $150,000 annually. 
Mr. Hinzie is one of the leading men of the 
city, ana has since his coming here been hon- 
ored with offices of trust and honor by his 
fellow citizens.

and has always been identified with all its in- 
terests. He carries a neat stock of dry goods, 
and is doing a fine business as aretailer. For 
twenty-one years he has resided in the State, 
and no one is more respected than he in Pales- 


tine.

is a new-comer here, and owns the finest drug 
house in the county. Heis doing a fine busi- 
ness and is making friends every day. His 
store is under his management growing to be 
one of the features of Eastern Texas.

ANOTHER ROW. 
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A Big Cut on Passenger Rates Between 
St. Louis and Kansas City. 


Tickets From Kansas City to St. Louis 
and Chicago for Fiity Ucnis.

There is a big war on passenger rates be- 
tween Kansas City and St.Louis. The rail- 
road authorities are very reticent about it. 
The ticket agent of the St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Northern told a reporter this morn- 
ing that he did not know anything about any 
fight over passenger rates. He was, at 
the same time, trying to sell a_ ticket 
to Kansas City to a traveler for $8 50, the 
regular rate. This did not look like a cut. 
The reporter thought possibly there were 
some things the ticket agent would not tell, so 
he went around to see Mulford & McKenzie, 
the well known ticket brokers. Mr. Me- 
Kenzie was very willing to answer any reason- 
able questions. 

‘*What do you charge fora ticket to Kan- 
sas City?’’ 

**We are selling 
FIRST-CLASS TICKETS TO-DAY FOR $3 50,’’ 
was the reply. 

‘*Then there is a war on passenger rates?’’ 

‘*Yes, a pretty hot one. Tickets from Kan- 
sas City to St. Louis and Chicago are now sell- 
ing for 50 cents.’’ 

THE FACTS 
about the case, as gleaned from various relia- 
ble sources, seem to be about as follows: 

When the Chicago and Alton Company 
completed their new line to Kansas City, the 
Missouri Pacific and the St. L., K. C. 
and N. refused to make any terms by 
which profits could be proportionately shared 
by all three roads. This putthe C. and A. 
folks on their mettle and they quietly made a 
cut on tickets from Kansas City to St. Louis. 
The old regular rate was $850 to St. Louis 
and $1525 to Chicago. The C. and A. re- 
duced the St. Louis rate first to $7. The 
Missouri Pacific and Kansas City and Northern 


came down to the same figure. The 
C. and A. fell to $6 and 
the other two roads dropped 


accordingly, and so on till tickets sold for 
$250. All this had the effect of diverting East- 
ern passenger traffic from Chicago to St. Louis 
—that is, people going from the West to the 
East began to 

SWARM THROUGH ST. LOUIS, 


giving Chicagothe clear go-by. This made 
the Hannibal and St. Joe very mad, 
and it popped the rate 
from Kansas City to Chi- 


cago down to $5. This, of course, had an 
immediate effect. Passengers began to go by 
Chicago. The C. and A. took another turn, 
and on last Wednesdav reduced the rate on 
tickets from Kansas City to St. Louis to fifty 
cents. The H. and St. Joe followed suit and 
put the Chicago rate down to fifty cents, so 
that a man at Kansas City can go 
to Chicago as cheap as he can to St. Louis. 
This leaves things in a desperate fix,and some- 
thing must be done verv quickly, or somebody 
will go ‘‘busted.’’ 

Sam Knight, of the Chicago and Alton, tells 
a good story about the fight. Two ladies ar- 
rived here yesterday from Kansas City having 
paid $1 for their tickets. They wanted to 
go on to Jackson, Michigan, and like all good 
women who want to gothere called on Mr. 
Knight and asked him how much a ticket 
would cost. Hetold them it would stand 
them $15 a piece, or $30 for the two. 

THEY DID NOT SAY THEY WOULD WALK, 
like the man who was afiaid the steamboat 
would blow up. but they.. said

Of course 
there is but one solution tothe question, the 
railroads are stocking the brokers, and 
through the brokers the fight is being made.

Hiome Life and Personal 
Habits. 


A cotrespondent of the London Globe gives 
a very interesting description of the Emper- 
-or’s palace in Berlin, written just after the 
attempt by Nobiling: 

‘*The palace is situated at the furthest end 
of the fashionable Unter den Linden, just op- 
posite Ranch’s famous equestrian statue of 
Frederick the Great. It isa corner building, 
outwardly yery simple, with a portico in front, 
under which two sentinels are constantly on 
duty. His Majesty’s private apartments, al- 
most exclusivly inhabited by him, are on the 
ground-floor, to the left-hand of the entrance. 
"The first is the so-called Adjutant’s Room, 
where those persons Summoned for an audience 
have to await the time appointed. It has a 
wainscoting of oak, terminating with a shelf, 
on which smal] wooden figures are placed, re- 
presenting the various military costumes, not 
only of the Prussian, but also of foreign ar- 
mies. Three large pictures of the battles of 
Fahrbellin, Hohenfriedberg and Koeniggraetz, 
further embellished the room. A statue of 
Frederick the Great stands on the center ta- 
ble, surrounded by a numberofeasy_ chairs. 
From this room one enters a salon, where 
audiences areheld. Sofas and chairs are of 
white satin upholstery, which combined with 
the light color of the walls, decorated with 
some fine landscape paintings by Amberg and 
Giat, produce a very pleasing impression. 
Among the other pictures we may mention a 
Madonna by Raphael, and an original Sassa- 
ferrato. Around a marble bust of Prince Bis- 
marck standing on a marble colimn, the flags 
of all the regiments garrisoned in Berlin, and 
confided to the Emperor as the highest in rauk 
in the capital, are arranged in a “semi-circle. 
If aregiment leaves Berlin, as onthe occa- 
sion of “parades and other military spectacles, 
deputations from the respective regiments, 
preceded by their bands, arrive at the palace 
to fetch their standards, which are often mere 
tatters in consequence of the many times they 
have played a part on the field of battle. 
Near the bust of the Chancellor is a miniature 
imitation of the by no means handsome col- 
umn of victory in Berlin, faithfully copied 

pven to the smallest details. Krom here fold- 
ng doors opén into a handsome drawing 
oom, where Cabinet councils, presided over 
>the Emperor, are usually held. It is now 
historical value from having been chosen 
by the doctors for the Emperor’s sick room 
after Nobiling’s attempt on his life.

His contour is still 
well preserved. His body is well made. His 
limbs are powerful. His extremities indicate 
an old and good race. His face, more grave 
than severe, with its beard cut in 
German fashion, is well known. The 
smile which plays on his face is at 
times very young. When this tall old man 
speaks to the women who, during the summer 
months. form his Court at Ems, he seems to 
date back to the seventeenth century. The 
Emperor has the beautiful blue eyes of Fred- 
. erick the Great. But however large his eyes, 
they have not the extraordinary dimensions of 
the eyes of Frederick. The scant hairs, for- 
merly light brown, to-day ashen, are parted 
low on the left, crossing but not covering the 
crown of his head. William seems to me to 
~ absolutely the type of an Emperor 
the olden time—large, strong, handsome— 

a soldier. The faces of Alexander and of 
gaenels Joseph are those of modern Emperors. 
e gaze of William hasastrange slowness.

The diplomat made no movement, 
the only chair being covered with geographi- 
cal maps. All the men about the palace have 
acquired this habit of their sovereign. They 
have the faculty of always standing—like 
horses.’’ 
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DIVORCES IN NEW ENGLAND. 


Rapid Increase in the Number Granted 
—Some Surprising Statistics. 
| From the New Hiven Journal. } 

Thirty of the denizens of Cape Cod, who had 
been married from three weeks to three years, 
and who were mostly very young, recently 
shocxed Judge Lord, of Massachusetts, by 
appearing before him as applicants for di- 
vorce. The condition of morals on 
Cape Cod which these applications re- 
vealed also shocked many other people besides 
the Judge who expressed his mind on the sub- 
ject so earnestly and pungently. If this loose- 
ness as regards marriage obligations were con- 
finea to Cape Cod it would be a serious mat- 
ter. But how much more serious is it when 
it is considered that about the same state of 
things prevails all over Massachu- 
setts, and three, at least of 
the other New England States, not to 
say anything about other parts of the country. 
An officer of the Suffolk County Court in Mas- 
sachusetts describes the extent to which ai- 
vorce is increasing in that State as ‘‘astonisn- 
ing.’’? Hesaysthatthe business which his 
oftice has lost by the bankrupt laws and the 
small amount of suing that is done in the State 


courts bas been largely made up by the fees in 
divorce cases. They are crowded in by the 
scores and hundreds. The Vermont Chronicle 
has collected some startling facts concerning 
divorce in Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut and Vermont. During the last nine- 
teen years in Massachusetts the whole num- 
ber of absolute divorcees has been 7,223, more 
than half of which were procured in the last 

seven years! In Rhode Island, for the nine 
years covered by'‘the statistics available, there 
have been 1,670 divorces to 21,716 marriages. 
The rate of divorces to marriages for the 
period is 1 to 13, with a slight increase in the 
later years. There is 1 divorce to about every 

1,200 of its inhabitants. The divorces in that 
red yary from year to year, probably on ac- 
count of changes in the laws. 

In Connecticut the statistics cover nearly 
thirty years. In 1849 only ninety-one divorces 
were granted. Underthe new law of that 
date, the number was increased more than 
one-third tn a single year. The evil grew 
steadily until 1864, when 426 were granted. 
But from that time until the close of 1877, the 
number 44 nually, on the average, varied 
Sut little, the\xatio to marriages being aban 1 
to 10.4, and one ditwreeto.eyery 1,200 inhab- 
itants. In Connecticut fere must 
be one divorce to every eight Protestaurt mar- 
riages. A comparison made from the table of 
the last report of the State Librarian, giving 
the births, marriages, deaths and: divorces for 
fourteen years, will show, says the Chronicle, 
‘+uniess we mistake in our calculation, that 
there is less variation in that State from 
the average annual number in the di- 
vorces than in either:the births, the 
deaths, or the marriages. If all are 
collected with equal care, divorce in Con- 
necticut is more uniform, if not more certain, 
than death! The steady habits of that land 
appear in her vices as well as in her virtues.’’ 
Our State, as will be seen further on, has had 
the most shameful record in this respect of 
any of the four under conside! ‘ation. One di- 
vorce to every ten marriages 

Including Vermont, the 
marriage in the four States for the last few 
years is as folbows: Vermont, 1 to 16; Massa- 
chusetts, 1 to 23.7; Rhode Island, 1 to 13; 
Connecticut, 1 to 10.4. Massachusetts began 
to decline last, and@is better off as yet than 
either of the other fhree States. but her down- 
ward tendency is eg bv th rapid. Indeed it

Last Sunday he went precisely at 10 
o’clock into the forests and set up an image, 
before which he knelt and performed other 
idolatrous ceremonies learned while he was in 
the South Sea Islands.

In deference to the customs of the a 
Smith refrains from another practice learned 
thirty years ago, he says, during a residence 
among the South Sea Carribees. He savs he 
was shipwrecked and got ashore, and met 
with the favor of the chief. He there tasted 
human flesh, and now admits frankly that he 
practiced cannibalism for several years. He 
says that he gratified his appetite in this re- 
spect in New Jersey some years ago, but 
gives no further details. A day or two ago he 
said that he yet hoped to secure the consent of 
some of the fat and handsome people of Otis 
to allow him ‘to ‘make a meal from them, 
but he does not want any one who 
uses tobacco or wears a 
beard. A vearago he offered to work six 
months for the fatber of a little girl and to 
take bis pay in a repast from the child’s 
shoulder. Smith is aman with an actual iron 
jaw. He eats meat raw, and grinds beef bones 
as a mastiff would, and he is particularly fond 
of fish, which he eats as he takes from the 
hook. There is nothing that Smith likes bet- 
ter than to get hold of agnake.

A Large Audience and an Excel- 
lent Programme.

Sixty-Five Young Ladies and Gentle- 
men Receive Diplomas, 


Mr. Murphy, of the School Board, 
Delivers an Address. 


One of the largest and most brilliant assem- 
blages that ever assembled in Mercantile 
Library Hall was present to-day at the grade 
uating exercises of the St. Louis High School. 
The public was there en masse. The public, 
as well as the press, is always invited to the 
exhibitions of the High School, and both 
are always treated with respect. The High 
school belongs te the public and the public is 
proud of it. Every citizen who pays taxes 
contributes to its support, and no citizen 
could have been present to-day without having 
felta just pride inthe work he is doing. The 
audience this morning wasa magnificent rep- 
resentation of the people of St. Louis, notthe 
very rich nor perhaps the very poor, but the 
great middle section of the people—the part 
that makes the bone and sinew of 
the. land. It was an. audience made 
up more of the brillianey of intellect 
than the show of fashion. Yet there 
were as many pretty faces init as one could 
wish to see. Every seat in the hall was filled, 
the aisles were crowded and hundreds were 
compelled to stand up. The platform 
was beautifully decorated for the 
occasion. A lovely hedge of flowers and 
fresh green plants extended all along the 
front, while hanging baskets were suspended 
from the huge overshadowing chandeliers. 
Over the front of the great organ were the 
words, ‘*The Palm to the Victor,’’ worked 
in cedar on a white ground. At exactly 10 
o’clock 200 students of the High School filed 
in and took seats on the platform, the gradu- 
ates, sixty-five in number, coming to the 
front. Prof. Malmene presided at the 
great organ and conducted the music, while 
Mr. Morgan, principal, made the announce- 
ments. Ailthe young lady graduates were 
dressed in white and looked as innocent as 
angels just from the heavens above. 

T. Harris 
cupied a mat at the extreme 
end of the platform.
